The Rev . James W. Co n n er, 'a n a­ 
tiv e o f Ru sh co u n ty 
an d a fo rmer 
Christian min ister in Ru shv ille, died 
at his ho me in Irv in gto n y esterday 
mo rn in g, fo llo win g a lo n g illn ess. He 
had been 
critically ill fo r 
sev eral 
mo n ths an d little ho p e had been en ­ 
tertain ed fo r his 
reco v ery . 
The 
members o f his immediate 
family 
'hav e lo n g believ ed that his sick n ess 
wo u ld resu lt fa'taTty an d hav e ex ­ 
p ressed that o p in io n in letters to their 
frien ds here. 
Last Friday 
sev eral 
members o f the Main Street Christian 
chu rch, who are clo se frien ds o f the 
family , receiv ed wo rd tha!t the Rev . 
Mr. Co n n er co u ld n o t liv e lo n g an d 
sev eral lo cal p ep le wen t to Irv in gto n 
Friday to see the p o p u lar min ister 
befo re he clo sed his ey es in the last 
sleep . 
' 
The Rev . Mr. Co n n er belo n ged to a 
family o f min isters. 
His 
father, 
u n cle, two bro thers an d so n were all 
teachers o f the 
do ctrin e 
o f 
the 
Christian religio n . The Rev . Mr. Co n ­ 
n er had been 
p asto r o f the 
Main 
Street Christian chu rch at two dif­ 
feren t times du rin g his lo n g an d u se­ 
fu l life. He was first p asto r here in 
1872, remain in g abo u t fo u r y ears, re­ 
tu rn in g later, abo u t 1885 . when he 
acted as lo cal min ister fo r a n u mber 
o f y ears. 
The Rev . Mr. Co n n er 
was, in o 
do u bt, the mo st p o p u lar min ister who 
ev er had charge o f the lo cal chu rch 
p u lp it. TIis in flu en ce has been widely 
felt in 
Ru shv ille as a 
n u mber o f 
Ru shv ille’s p resen t 
gen eratio n will 
recall his sweet character an d gen tle 
disp o sitio n which alway s wo n fo r 
him man y frien ds an d widesp read re­ 
p eek 
It was a sad blo w to man y 
p eo p le to learn o f his death. 
Man y 
married 
p eo p le 
to day 
remember 
when he jo in ed them in marriage as 
it has been said that he jo in ed mo re 
co u p les in wedlo ck than an y o n e min ­ 
ister who was ev er in Ru shv ille. He 
also p reached at a great man y fu n er­ 
als. bein g 
called back 
here man y 
times to p erfo rm the last sad rites o n 
tho se who were his bo so m frien ds in 
life. 
The Rev . Mr. Co n n er was bo rn De­ 
cember 18, 183 7, n ear this city , an d 
sp en t his early life o 'n his father’s 
farm. 
He atten ded the o ld No rth­ 
western Christian Un iv ersity , 
n o w 
Bu tler Co llege, ¡an d was o rdain ed a 
min ister when 20 y ears o ld. 
He be­ 
gan p reachin g immediately . 
In the last y ear o r two he had been 
fo rced to disco n tin u e his wo rk o n ac­ 
co u n t o f ill health. 
He had been a 
residen t o f In dian ap o lis fo r twen ty - 
three y ears. 
His declin e in health 
began when he co llap sed in the p u lp it 
o f the Cen tral Christian chu rch abo u t 
two y ears ago . 
He had 
arisen to 
p reach an d was o v erco me by the heat. 
The Rev . Mr. Co n n er accep ted his 
first charge at 
Charlesto n , 111., in 
185 9 , remain in g there two y ears. 
In 
186 3 he to o k a charge at Yeedersbu rg 
In d. In 186 6 he wen t to West Leba­ 
n o n . In d., an d in 1872 he came to this 
city , where he accep ted a call issu ed 
by the Main Street Christian chu rch. 
He remain ed here abo u t fo u r y ears 
an d in 1878 accep ted a charge at 
Crawfo rdsv ille. 


He mo v ed n ear 
In dian ap o lis 
in 
1881, su p p ly in g sev eral p u lp its, su b­ 
seq u en tly retu rn in g to Ru shv ille. He 
was ask ed to accep t his o ld charge 


here, when die Rev . R. W. Abberley 
resign ed, last win ter, bu t was u n able 
to do so . 
Du rin g the Wo rld’s Fair at Chica­ 
go a p ictu re o f the family o f six min ­ 
isters was a p art o f the ex hibit o f the 
Christian chu rch. 
The Rev . Mr. Co n n er is su rv iv ed by 
a wido w an d two children , Miss In a 
L. Co n n er an d the Rev . E. S. Co n n er 
o f In dian ap o lis, an d two 
bro thers, 
the Rev . A. W. Co n n er an d the Rev . 
S. M. Co n n er o f Bicbn ell, In d., an d 
Sp o k an e, Wash., resp ectiv ely . 
The fu n eral will 
be held at two 
o ’clo ck to mo rro w 
aftern o o n at the 
ho me. 
The Rev . C. H. Win ders an d 
the Rev . Allan B. Philp u tt will o f­ 
ficiate. Bu rial will be made in Cro wn 
Hill cemetery . 
Du rin g his residen ce in In dian ap o ­ 
lis, the Rev . Mr. Co n n er had been af­ 
filiated with the Irv in gto n 
Christian 
chu rch as ¡a member. He belo n ged to 
the In dian ap o lis Christian Min isterial 
Asso ciatio n . 
His co n gregatio n al 
wo rk in 
the 
States had been 
div ided 
between 
twen ty -three chu rches 
an d 
he had 
su p p lied p ractically all o f the Chris­ 
tian p u p lits in In dian ap o lis at v ario u s 
times. 
It is v ery lik ely that a great man y 
o f the o lder members o f the Main 
Street Christian chu rch, who were in ­ 
timately acq u ain ted with 
the aged 
p asto r will atten d the fu n eral. 
The Rev .. Mr. Co n n er an d his wife 
celebrated their go lden weddin g ¡an n i- 
v ersarv Au gu st 29 . 19 10.

man . 
In o rder to 
k eep him 
fro m 
stray in g away 
there is a ball an d 
chain attached to his feet, bu t this 
mak es little differen ce to Jo hn o sn as 
he p ick s the ball u p an d walk s away . 
When fo u n d last n ight he was car­ 
ry in g the ball an d had lo st o n e sho e. 
The rattle o f the chain s an d the sight 
o f a man walk in g with o n e sho e o ff 
attracted n o little atten tio n . 
When 
q u estio n ed Jo hn so n said he was head­ 
ed fo r Arlin gto n an d co u ld n o t ex ­ 
p lain why he wan ted to go o n ly that 
so methin g to ld him to start o u t an d 
walk . 
The man is co n sidered harm­ 
less an d lau ghed at bein g cap tu red.

It was su ggested that an in div idu al 
blin d be k ep t o n han d an d u sed by 
t'hr drin k ers to p ro test them fro m the 
v iew o f the p edestrian s. 
Green field 
drin k ers seem to 'hav e hit u p o n a bet­ 
ter 'an d mo re simp le an d 
effectiv e 
p lan , ho wev er, an d wifey ’s su n bo n n et 
is su ggested as 
the mo st 
effectiv e 
mean s o f hidin g the drin k ers fro m 
the cu rio u s gaze o f the walk in g p u b­ 
lic alo n g the streets.

There is so me co n so latio n in the 
fact that Ru shv ille has gain ed 115 0 
residen ts in the last twen ty y ears as 
the cen su s in 189 0 sho ws that the 
p o p u latio n was o n ly 3 4 75 .

passed, and the Repu b lican senate and 
the D em ocratic hou se thereu pon pro­ 
ceeded to squ ab b le ov er an adjou rn­ 
m ent date. 
The president, while ap­ 
preciating that he has the rig ht to dis­ 
b and cong ress after the b u siness for 
which he called it tog ether has b een 
done, thinks action of this sort wou ld 
b e play ing polities of dou b tfu l pro­ 
priety .

NOT ONE WAS LEFT ALIVE 


Ho w the Ex plo sio n in Co nv ict Mine 
Occurred May Nev er Be Kno wn, as 
No t a Man Remaining in the Mine 
After the Ex plo sio n Was Left Aliv e 
to Tell the Sto ry — Rescue Ex pert’s 
Narro w Escape. 


Banner, Ala., April 10.—Elev en bod­ 
ies hav e been tak en from the mine 
wreck ed by an ex plosion Satu rday , be­ 
sides fou r dead mu les. 
The figu res 
show that 128 men in all were k illed, 
among whom were two white and 
three colored freemen. 
Not a man 
remaining in the mines after the ex ­ 
plosion is aliv e. 
Dr. J. J. Ru tledge, gov ernment ex ­ 
pert in charge of the bu reau of mines 
rescu e car No. G, alm ost lost his life, 
as well as Dr. W. S. Rou ntree of Wy - 
lam, Ala., and two others of their 
party in searching an entry in which 
it was reported a nu mber of entombed 
men had crawled ex pecting safety . 
The fan stopped for a few seconds 
and accu mu lated after damp cau sed 
Dr. Ru tledge to drop. 
W hen tak en 
from the mines it was first thou ght 
he was dead. 
He recov ered sev eral 
hou rs later. 
Twenty conv icts 
hav e du g a big 
ditch which will serv e 
as a bu rial 
place for the conv icts whose bodies 
are not claimed by relativ es. 
The 
mine was operated by conv ict labpr 
and a m ajority of the men were ne­ 
groes. 
The Banner mines are in the 
western 
part 
of Jefferson 
cou nty . 
Conv icts, hired from the v ariou s cou n­ 
ties throu gh the state, were employ ed 
in the mines 
It is not certain whether the ex plo­ 
sion was cau sed by gas or du st. Res­ 
cu e work was interfered with by many 
rescu ers being 
ov ercome by black 
damp and hav ing to be dragged ou t. 
The rescu e work cannot proceed safe­ 
ly u ntil the mine is bratticed so that 
fresh air can be forced in to driv e ou t 
the after damp. 
This work is going 
on, bu t it probably will be sev eral day s 
before all of the bodies are recov ered.

Su nday there

ou gh came sou nds of bitter grief.

m ajority of the v ictims were bu ried 
today . 
Bu rgess Oliv er Simpson of 
Throop Satu rday night issu ed a proc­ 
lamation ordering all bu siness places 
in town to remain closed u ntil noon 
Tu esday as a mark of respect to the 
dead. The schools were also ordered 
closed u ntil all the v ictims are bu ried.

Licenses Are Perpetual. 


The real joker in the Proctor law 
seems to hav e remained u ndiscov ered, 
say s the Marion Chronicle. One pro­ 
v ision *to tha t law makes it impossible 
to close the door of any saloon open­ 
ed u nder that law, or .already open, 
ex cept by constitu tional amendment, 
regardless of the resu lt of su bséqu ent 
local option elections, where the re­ 
cipient- of a license does not hav e it 
rev oked for specific cau se as defined 
by the a c t 
Under the Proctor law a license t-o 
retail liqu or is 'tiransferrable, negoti­ 
able and su sceptible of 
inheritance. 
It may pass by legal 
transfer from 
one indiv idu al or one corporation to 
another. 
In other words, it is prop­ 
erty . 
It is a perpetu al franchise to 
sell liqu or, 
rev ocable, only 
u nder 
stated conditions. 
It is also an ex ­ 
clu siv e franchise, becau se the nu mber 
of .saloons may be limited according 
to popu lation. 
Heretofore liqu or li­ 
censes hav e been temporary grants, 
ex piring each y ear, and hav e not been 
su bject 'to transfer. 
Unqu estionably su ch a grant is 
property . 
“The ex clu siv e 
right of 
possessing.” W ebster 
say s, 
makes 
property of it. 
W hat does the constitu tion of In­ 
diana. say of property ? 
Article 1, 
Section 24, of the constitu tion, say s: 
“No man’s property shall be taken by 
law, withou t ju st compensation; nor 
ex cept in case of the State, withou t 
su ch compensation first assessed and 
tendered.” 
The Proctor law contains no pro­ 
v ision for the bu y ing back by the 
State of the franchise it giv es to re­ 
tail liqu or. 
The condemnation and 
pu rchase of these franchises by the 
cou nty wou ld present almost insu per­ 
able obstacles. 
Becau se of their ex ­ 
clu siv e 
and 
permanent 
character 
these franchishes 
will 
acqu ire 
a 
large and increasing v alu e. 
Each 
franchise 
pu rchased 
wou ld 
make 
each remaining franchise more v al­ 
u able. 
The process of 
acqu isition 
wou ld be ex tremely difficu lt if not im­ 
possible. 
The property character of 
the franchise cou ld not be destroy ed 
by legislation;, 
becau se 
Article 1, 
Section 24. of the constitu tion say s: 
“Xo ex post facto law, or law im­ 
pairing the obligation of 
contract, 
shall ev er be passed.” 
The conclu ­ 
sion is inev itable that a liqu or license 
u nder the Proctor law is an ex clu siv e 
and an interminable franchise u nder 
the constitu tion of the State. 
Of cou rse the people of the State 
did not know this when the law was 
passed. 
Few of the members of the 
legislatu re knew 
it. 
The 
brewery 
bosses and their attorney s who drew 


it knew what they were 
doing and 
they fastened the retail liqu or bu si­ 
ness perpetu ally on ev ery commu nity 
in which licenses are granted. More­ 
ov er, they created a liqu or monopoly , 
enormou sly profitable and made it 
possible for a few rich men in the 
State of Indiana to control it. 
Bu t in doing this the Chronicle be­ 
liev es the brewers made their law u n­ 
constitu tional. 
The limitation fea­ 
tu re of the law creates a monopoly . 
If fifty applicants for licenses appear 
in a city of 20.000. only twenty li­ 
censes may be granted, the commis­ 
sioners u sing th ,;r own will ini dis­ 
criminating among 
npbennts. 
The 
constitu tion of 
Indian1. 
Article 1, 
Section 23, say s: 
“The gen< 
> as­ 
sembly shall not grant to any citizen, 
or class of citizens, priv ileges or im­ 
mu nities, which, u pon the same terms, 
shall not belong equ ally to all citi­ 
zens.” 
If not directly , then indirectly , the 
legislatu re by the Proctor law grants 
to a specifically limited nu mber of 
men in a commu nity priv ileges which, 
u nder the same terms “shall not be­ 
long equ ally to all citizens.” 
In this 
the legislatu re has 
done 
what the 
fram ers of the constitu tion intended 
to prev ent—it- has granted an im­ 
mensely v alu able priv ilege to a close 
corporation in any commu nity where ^ 
licenses are granted, and one which 
can nev er be teiTnina-ted ' u nder the 
present, constitu tion u nless the legis­ 
latu re shall su bsequ ently 
giv e the 
people the right to re-pu rchase these 
franchisesVv hich seem impracticable. 
This creation of an inalienable right 
to the possession of property created 
by law and conferred withou t eom- 
pensation to the State, is a perform ­ 
ance that cou ld only hav e been pu lled 
off in a legislatu re owned absolu tely 
by the brewers' and distillery inter­ 
ests. Te Chronicle believ es that the 
perpetu al an<l irrterminabto franchise 
featu re, being inconsistent wrth the 
prov isions of the same law for su b­ 
sequ ent elections, is on 
additional 
featu re which makes the law u ncon­ 
stitu tional. 
Becau se the law creates 
perpetu al liqu or licenses its consti­ 
tu tionality can not too soon be a t­ 
tacked in the cou rts.

Just Butt In! 


Tokyo, April 10.—A great fire has 
ravaged the Y oshiw ara d istrict of this 
city, 
Tokyo’s 
fam ou s 
“tenderloin.” 
Owing to scarcity of w ater and high 
wind the destru ction was practically 
com plete. 
The 
ru ins 
cover 
fou r 
squ are miles and at least 5,000 hou ses 
have been bu rned; fatalities are esti­ 
m ated at 300, with 800 inju red, and 
6,000 women are hom eless. 
Althou gh the hou ses tha t gave the 
district its character w ere palatial in 
dim ensions, only wood entered into 
their constru ction and the en titre area 
was a big tinderbox aw aiting only a 
spark to set it blazing. 
Conditions 
w ere ju st right for a vast calam ity. 
The fire spread so fast that m any of 
the women w ere trapped in u pper 
stories. 
A large proportion of those 
killed ju m ped to their death. 


Two Hundred Burned to Death. 
Bombay, B. I., April 10.—Two hu n­ 
dred men. women and children w ere 
bu rned to death last night in a fire 
w hich destroyed a thatched stru ctu re 
In which they had gathered for a fes­ 
tival. 
Five hu ndred persons w ere in 
the bu ilding when the fire started. 
T here was only one ex it and an inde­ 
scribable panic ensu ed.
